“Patriots” 


AN FRANCISCO, 
abalone capital of the 


world, sits smilingly 
astride the Twin Peaks and 
Challenges the world to produce 
: A more beautiful, vital, rowdy and 
N roistering town. 

About that abalone, even the 
most blase of New Yorkers wots 
not of its charm. In fact, they 
never heard of that succulent 
shell fish which, though the 
world is wide, grows only among 
the rocks on mid-California’s 
stormy coast. 

They do not know that, when 
Gan Francisco was young, and 
Robert Louis Stevenson, Jack 
London, the Barbary Coast and 
other things gave it fame, the 
elite of the city used to chant 
over their wine:

MEET BEHIND 


‘Italian People Oppose 
Attack in Africa,’ 
Ethiopian Told 


(Special te the Daily Worker) 
BARCELONA, March 25.—A stir- 
ring story of fraternization between 
Italian and Ethiopian volunteers in 
the International Brigades was told 
here by persons returning from the 
battlefront. 


A group of Italian volunteers rest- 
ing in a village in the rear learned 
that Gabrie Hot, the son of Ras 
Imru, was in the same locality. 

The Italians went to visit him and 
conversed through an interpreter, a 
young Albanian teacher who had 
fied from a technical institute in 
Tirana, Italy, to enter the ranks of 
the International Brigade. 


They told Gebrie Hot that the 
Italian people were not responsible 
for the crimes of fascist imperial- 
ism, which is brutally slaughtering 
the Ethiopian people. 

“After we have beaten fascism in 
Spain,” they told Gabrie Hot, “we 
shall fight for the liberation of Italy 
from the fascist dictatorship, and 
then the Italian people will return 
its freedom to the Ethiopian peo- 
ple.” 

Gabrie Hot answered that Musso- 
lini was able to carry through his 
aggression only because of his tre- 
mendous superiority in technical 
equipmont over a people without the 
means to defend itself. : 

“We know,” continued, “that it 
is Bot the Italian people who waged 
war on us, but imperialism.” 


MOSCOW-VOLGA 


ON MAY DAY 


Links Soviet Capital 
with 5 Seas—Locks 
Are Completed 


(By Obe te the Dally Worker) 

MOSCOW, March 25.—The open-. 
ing of the great canal linking Mos- 
cow with the Volga River, scheduled 
to open on May 1, was brought one 
step nearer today by the installation 
of the last of four 175-ton gates in 
the big lock at the Volga head of 
the canal. 


At ten-thirty this morning the 
gates closed, changing the course of 
the Volga, the biggest river in Eu- 
rope, for the first time in history. 

With the closing of the last lock, 
the waters of the Volga began to 
fill the big reservoir with an area 
of 327 square kilometers, containing 
over a billion cubic meters of water. 
This reservoir will supply the water 
of the entire tanal system. 


Thus the decisive step has been 
taken for putting the canal, which 
has already been completed 
throughout its length of over 120 
kilometers, into full operation. 

On May Day the first big vessel 
from the Volga will steam through to 
Moscow opening the canal linking 
the Soviet capital with the Baltic, 
White, Black, Capsian and Azov 
seas.

| lice, Co 1 Orbeta came to Ponce 
‘from San n, and conferred with 
the Mayor. After this conference, 


the Mayor addressed a letter to the 

leaders of the demonstration to 
| whom the permit had been granted, 
which reached them at 11:30. This 
letter revoked the permission which 
had been granted, stating as the 
reason for the revocation the fact 
that this was Holy Week and that 
demonstrations of a political nature 
could not disturb the religious na- 
ture of the period. Of course the 
fact that it was holy week was well 
known to the Mayor when he 
granted permission. He did not have 
to have Orbeta come to Ponce from 
San Juan to tell him that. 


THE FIRST SHOT 


When the time for holding the 
parade approached, the Nationalists 
assembled in front of the National- 
ist Club of Ponce while the Acting 
President of the Nationalist Party, 
Julio Pinto Gandia, and the local 
leader of the Cadets were discussing 
the question of permission with the 
local police chief and with Colonial 
Orbeta in the Mayor's office. The 
Cadets were awaiting the results of 
this .conference and orders from 


About 250 police were around 
the Nationalist Club at this time 
armed with revolvers, rifles, and 
sub-machine guns. The police cap- 
tain on the scene asked the Cadets 
to disperse. While they were talk- 
ing, a shot rang out. At this point 
there are conflicting reports. The 
police allege that one of the Cadets 


It seems unlikely that the police 
version is correct becouse the Na- 
tionalists had been previously 
searched for weapons by the police 
who had found none, and in view 
of the fact that there had never 
been any disorder in the many dem- 
onstrations the Cadets have pre- 
viously held. The Cadets are re- 
markable for their discipline. 


UNARMED SHOT DOWN 
In any case that shot, whcever 


fired it, was the signal for the po- 
lice to open fire wholesale on all 
the people in the street. They at- 
tacked the gathering from front and 
rear, shooting the unarmed people 
down with machine guns and rifles. 
They did not discriminate in favor 
of women and children. They did 
not shoot only the Nationalists. 
They shot at the fleeing. There is a 
photo which I shall try to secure for 
you. showing the police shooting 
with machine guns at the backs of 
the fleeing young women in the or- 


dead and wounded and none was 
left standing. 

Those who were not shot were 
arrested en masse, regardless of who 
they were. There is not even the 
allegation that their fire was re- 
turned, not even one shot, by the 
Nationalists. Not one gun was taken 
from the Nationalists. There was no 
attempt to show any resistance—in 
fact all witnesses tell how the peo- 
ple were shot attempting to flee. 

All in all more than 150 persons 
were wounded (including numerous 
‘women and children), 13 killed (in- 
cluding one woman and a child of 3), 
and the number of those dying is 
unknown. The hospitals in Ponce 
were not able to take care of all 
the victims.

‘HIEF JUSTICE HUGHES protests that more judges 


would make the work of the Supreme Court less effi- 
cient. He side-stepped the inference that by the same 
oken, a reduction in number of judges might increase 
efficiency. One might follow that to the conclusion that 
no judges at all would make matters perfect. 

It seems to be an old art, this legal chicane of the 
ravens of the courts. Like Poe’s gloomy bird they sit 
above the portals of progress and croak: “Nevermore!” 
A reader calls to our attention a case of the same kind 
back in 1644, when Massachusetts Colony had scarce been 
settled. 

The question of judicial power of veto arose when the 
people of Newton asked permission. of the General Court 
(an executive-legislative body) to move to the banks of 
the Connecticut River. Most of the judges (magistrates) 
opposed, but the majority of the deputies favored it. 


“A MERE DEMOCRACY” 
Volume I of Go®ernor Andrews’ “Winthrop’s Journal” 


says: 

“And a difference arose between the magistrates who 
were few in number, and the deputies who were many. 
The magistrates refused to yield as they deemed it dan- 
gerous to the commonwealth, if they should not keep that 
strength (of negative voice or vote) to balance the greater 
number of deputies.” 

Ten years later the controversy was reopened by a 
case in General Court regarding a “missing sow.” Again 
the deputies wished that the General Court sit and vote 
as a single democratically organized body. This, naturally, 
would carry the day for the numerically greater number 
of deputies. : 

Governor Winthrop wrote, an argument against the 
deputies’ proposal and in defense of the negative vote” 
of the magistrates. In this he protested that “if negative 
voice of magistrates be taken away it would become a mere 
democracy. And there was no such government in Israel. 
A democracy amongst civil nations is accounted the 
meanest and worst form of all governments.” 


THE PEOPLE OPPOSED 


Very much like the present dispute, where the oppo- 
nents of Roosevelt’s court proposals are willing“ to leave 
the decision to the American Bar Association and the 
church hierarchy, so then the magistrates offered to leave 
the matter to the elders of the clergy. 

The deputies refused to agree. Finally a compromise 
was made. The general court was divided into two houses, 
a Magistrates’ Court and the ‘Assembly. Each sat as a 
separate. house, each with a negative vote on the other. 

In the lineup for the “negative voice” were all officials, 
the landholders, all magistrates but three, the clergy and 
the elders. Opposed to it were all the rest of the people, 
the disfranchised and freemen. 

What became of the “missing sow,” history doesn’t 
record. Perhaps Governor Winthrop appointed her to the 
Magistrates’ Court. Something porcine seems to dwell 
under every judicial gown.

So read the headlines in the capitalist 
press, as though to say: “Only another fire.” 
Behind those headlines there is a tale of 
abject poverty and neglect. Who were the 
seven who died, burnt to death? Five of 
them were children, ranging in age from 10 
to 18 years. One of them was the mother 
of these children and the other the brother- 
in-law of the dead woman and “owner” of 
the house. 
It was a shell of a home—one of those 
countless firetraps which curse Jersey City. 
It had been condemned over and over again 
—but the authorities did not act against it. 
Jersey City is a network of such firetraps— 
acre after acre of ramshackle “homes” testi- 
fying to the low Wage policy of Boss Hague’s 
Open Shop town and to the criminal indiffer- 
ence of Boss Hague’s administration.

Blowing Hot When They 
Mean Cold 


The reactionary forces that are trying to 
beat the Roosevelt Court reform are show- 
ing some real cunning in their campaign. 

Not only are they raising a big cloud of 
dust with all kinds of alternate radical“ 
proposals, but they are counting a good deal 
on the anti-fascist spirit of the American 
people, provided they can twist this anti- 
fascist sentiment for their own pro-fascist 
uses. 

For example, as a leading witness against 
the proposed reform, President Dodds of 
Princeton University warns that the Court 
reform “will lead to Nazism.” 

It takes real casuistry to arrive at that 
conclusion. For it is the fight against the 
Court which is the most immediate vital step 
against the forces leading toward an Amer- 
ican fascism. 7 

Is it not the whole structure of progres- 
sive social legislation which depends on curb- 
ing the Court? Is it not the Court reform 
which endangers the interests of Hearst, 


. duPont and the Liberty Leaguers and so 


recognized by them? Is it not strange that 
the pro-fascists in America, the admirers of 
Hitler and Mussolini, should suddenly find 
themselves warning against Nazism? They 
blow hot when they mean cold. 

This is not strange at all, for, as Dimi-

The Liberty League followers within the 
anks of American Catholics have their

It is not surprising, then, that “Colum- 
bia,” publication of this organization, takes 
to the front line trenches in the pro-fascist 
attack upon Communism in the United States 
and in the Soviet Union, How can those who 
do not know the meaning of justice for 
American workers find any other ways or 
means to hide their own exploiting policies? 
Chief editorial in the March issue of this 
publication is one entitled “The Red Threat 
to Peace.” In that way do these enemies 
of the Catholic working people throw up a 
smoke screen to hide the fascist menace to 
world peace — exemplified by Hitler’s mad 
war cries at Nuremberg and by Mussolini’s 
open, bloody invasion of democratic Spain. 
“The greatest threat to the peace of 

the world today is Communism,” declares 
this Hearstian utterance. “It recognizes 
no boundaries; it respects no law, no right, 
no agreement. Its slogan is ‘rule or ruin’ 
and it is at all times and in all places ready 
to ruin if it may rule even the wreckage 

of the humanity it has destroyed.”
